The Legal Attache In Paris has advised that the International 

1 Criminal Police Commission headquarters has requested him to inquire of the 
"Bureau regarding the possibility of the Bureau's registering the code vord 
"I1TTHRP0L" as its cable address for the sake of economy and efficiency. 

It is not believed that the adoption of the cable address "IUTHRPOL 
jV. f ASHINOT01T s would effect great economies on the part of the ICPC headquarters 
or member agencies which might communicate with the Bureau by cablegram. It 
J is believed, however, that the adoption of that cable address would work for 
j efficiency and uniformity within the ICPC setup. The majority of the member 
[ agencies have adopted this system, and due to its widespread use, it is believed 
that the Bureau, as an indication of its desire to work together with other members 

I of the organization, might do well to register the code naao " I INTERPOL" as its i 
cablegram address, in addition to the address USINVEST which it has maintained 
for so long a time..

The offoctivonoB3 of law enforcement io dependent, to a largo decree, on 
tho quality of trainin'; of the poaco officer, The trained officer, the nan familiar 
with the latest advances in crl-e detection work, can protect the community more 
adequately again3t tho depredations of the orininal. 

Recent years have witnessed groat strides in the training of law enforce- 
ment officero. I can rcroi.bor, not too lone ago, when tho rookie policeman, upon 
reporting for duty, was given a badge, a cun, and a night stick and assigned to 
immediate duty# Hio trainin’* the rough and tumble school of experience. The con- 
oopt that poace officers, in order to effectively perform their functions, must 
be adequately trained, was virtually non-existont, 

Tho community, for pormittin’ untrained officers to bee coo members of 
law enforcement agonoios, paid a bitter price in inoffioienoy, lack of service, 
and naladniniotrntion, Ttoreovor, the individual officers thanoolves frequently 
paid drastic penalties - penalties of grievous wounds, and even death itself — 
cao.ialti*# iriiich, had tho offioors known tho ccaroot fundamentals of making arrests

prorating adoquato training and professional standards among law anforcoinont atencies. 
The Academy, which now has ovor 2,000 graduates, provides instruction to •elected 
police officers in a variety of fields, including firearm fingerprints, laboratory 
focilitiea, Juvonilo delinquency, and techniques of arrests* Those non, in turn, ‘ 
after graduation, conduct schools for their follow offlcore, »e estimate that the 
training given tho Academy gradates has boon node a variable to more than 100,000 
police officora* 

Unfortunately, tho national Aeadeny can occomodato only a voiy small 
percentage of the non engaged today in law enforcement tori:* For this reason, tl>o 
Fill, through Field Police Training Schools, offors inatruction in criico detection 
cathode to officers in tlioir own lo oolitic a — the training is brought directly to 
then. In tho 1949 fiscal year, ending Juno 30, 1949, for example, the FHI, at tho 
r*»quo3t of local agencies, participated in 1,510 local police training ochools with 
on estimated attendance of 75,500 officora* 

These schools, conductod in each of our 51 fiold divisions, have boon 
liighly successful* Tlioy havo fiven law enforcement officora - officers fron very 
erull departments or officora who aro unatlo to attend tho National' Academy «* tho 
bonofit of instruction in crino detection problems* These men havo been highly 
appreciative - they enthusiastically Join in the discussion and ask cany questions* 
Those officora are on tho front lino of crino - when they return hone in the evening 
they nay run into a dangerous murderer or be called upon to stop a high poworod 
autonobilo and nako an arrest* They know that an item of knowlodgo gained in thoso 
Field Police Training Schools may tluat night, tomorrow, or the ne::t day cave their live 

Instruction in these schools, which may last ono, tr.o, or thros dayo, or 
porltaps a week, is normally fives by FEI /-gents and National Academy graduates* 

Tho school ray consist only of members of a single police dopartnont, if in a largo 
city, or may bo a regional school, that is, officers coning from a nunbor of police 


departments* sheriff *o offices, oto,, In tho surrounding arc*. Zn sane Instances* 
orficara drive mny niloo to bo In attondanos. V ■*- 

Tho FflX oonductc tho schoolo only upon the opeeSflo roquost of the local 
lavr enforcement agencies, Vo are hs ;ny to provide tho instruction* but at no tine 
do ro cook to impose or force ourselvoa upon the local agenoies. Attondnnoe, of 
courae, le voluntary. Tlio FBI providea the instruction free of charge. The entire 
purpose of tho F±old Police Trainin-: Schools is to equip the individual officer eo 
ha cm better protoot Society against tho evildoer. 

The curriculum of those echooln is flexible and dependant on the neods 
and visiics of the lcoal la* enforcement agencies, Spocial Agents of the FBI* as a 
gonoral ruloj discuss tto cchool with appropriate local officials, and in those 
liooiinpc dooido T?hat topics should bo given. Far example, the cccnunity night 
roccntly have boon plagued with a scries of burglarioa. In this instanco, the 
instruction would be pointed to toohnlquaa of locating and apisro tending burglars. 

Hie schools aro purposive and practical — they are designed to assist officers, now* 

) in their basic problems. 

The solioole deal with all phases of law onforcanontt firearms* 
laboratory problems, techniques of arro3t, crime econo soarchos, report writing* 
tosii-fymg in court, traffic control. In many instances, ovor-oll programs of 
Instruction are woriced out between tho FBI and local officers. In the spring* far 
example, certain topics will bo discussed, At a latar school* in tho autuan* other 
subjects will bo given. In tills way, through a esrioa of police seJiods, the 
nttenllng officors can benefit free a well-rounded, integrated training prograa. 

Tiie instruction inpart od In tiie Fiold Police Training Schools is paying 
?‘3'fe^ividond3 to Vie nation, Tl» participating local officers are puttin : tlis 
jT|imr^fod’,e aeqairod at those schools into practical operation. A slieriff in a weetom 
for example, accredits the training ho rocoived in those schools for saving 
his Yife, Tho sheriff received a call that a gasoline plant was being burglarized.

In most cases 
they receive only one copy of these fingerprints arsd it is, therefore, 
not' possible to furnish the oureau an original copy or a photographic 
reproduction. Incidentally, comparison made personally by the writer 
between the originals and the copies reproduced on the circulars, shows 
very little difference.

I have been adviced that although there is now comparatively 
little co:nmercial cable traffic betw'cn I.C.P.C. headquarters and the 
Bureau, they have had to resort to air mail for econoiny reasons, and 
have also pointed out that the Bureau is nov; missing out on daily general 
broadcasts to all members of the radio network. They feel that the number 
of communications that would be exchanged with the Bureau if facilities 
were ioade available, would well Justify itself.

Mr. Tolson attached a routing slip inquiring if the suggestions 
contained in tho attached material are okoy. 

This matter has been studied by Mr. K. R. Mclntire^and Mr. Nathan L. 
Ferris of the Security Division, who is in charge of the Foreign Service Desk 
which handles substantially all of the cablegrams which aro tranamitted to the 
(1} International^ Criminal Police Commission in Paris, France. - Messrs. Ferris and 
Mclntire are opposed to the suggestion that all Bureau cablegrams to the ICPC 
in Paris be encoded and transmitted to the Legal Attache for decoding and personal 
transmission to the appropriate officials of tho ICPC. 

This opposition is based upon the following: 

1. There will be instances in the future when Mr. Hoover will wish 
to communicate directly with tho officials of ICPC in Paris 
without going through an intermediary, such as our Legal Attache. 

2. There have been in tho past, and undoubtedly will be in the future, 
instances involving criminal matters in Yfhich time is of the 
essence. In tho past the Bureau has receivod inquiries for criminal 
data concerning international criminals and has found it highly 
advisable to send a cablegram diroctly to tho ICPC via open message 
by commercial facilities. - Had wo utilisod the code and the 
sorvices of the Legal Attache, there would have been a loss in 
time which would have shown on improper appreciation of tho 
importance of tho criminal matter in which the ICPC was interested. 

It is tho feeling of Messrs. Ferris and Mclntire that we should 

not be bound ty any inflexible rules in our cablegram correspondence

You vlll recall that ao part 

the Bureau has occasion to send urgent cables to the International Criminal 
Follco Commission in Paris, Prance in answer to inquiries from that organisation. 
Previously, such wires were handled. t>y the special radio circuit which has 
eince been discontinued. At present it 1 b the practice of the Bureau to send 
Euch wiree to the above police organisation by commercial cable in open text 
when an expedite answer by cable is requested by the ICPC. If cable reply is 
not epecifically requested, euch inquiries are answered by air mail. 

All cables to foreign^cpjintrieo are Beat directly to the police 
commissions in clear text in fereigif countries where the Bureau does not have 
a Legal Attache assigned. In other countries, with the exception of France, 
nil police linieon clatters are handled through the Legal Attache. However, 
cables to the police commission in Paris are sent directly in an open text and 
are charged at full rate by the commercial companies. 

For example: Reference is made to Bureau cablo to IliTERPOL, PARIS 
dated Kay 23, 1949, transmitting information regarding one OBiL-JJUIBER. Cable 
charges for the above wire were $40.50 (143 words at approximately 25? per word). 
It has been estimated by the writer that if this sane wiro had. been put into 
Bureau Code and sent to the Legal Attache, Paris, at the code rate, charges on 
this same cable would have been no more than $30.00 (13/ per word). 



It te realised by the writer that there are two factors which should 
be given full consideration In the weighing of this suggestion: (1) Coding Of 
such wires would entail extra work on tho part of the Legal Attache in Paris 
and at the Bureau; and (2) She possibility exists that the ICPC would use the 
tone method of sending their inquiries to the Bureau through the Legal Attache, 
in which case the Bureau would be paying for cable service both vayB. L'ith 
reference to the first consideration, It has been noted that an average of only 
three to four cables are transmitted to XIITERPOL, PARIS each month, and it is 
not believed that the extra work involved would place a burden on either the 
Bureau or the Legal Attache's office. . 


It is suggested, therefore, that cables for 117TSRP0L, PARIS be 
transmitted to the Legal Attache's office in Paris, Prance in Bureau code,

In order for a wanted notice to be effective for other than 
the location of a subject that is wanted, 
wanted must be one on which a treaty exists between the United States and tl 
foreign country covering extradition. Otherwise, the subject could not be 
extradited, even if located. I believe that if a treaty does exist v/hich 
pertains to the crime in question, that the Bureau would have jurisdiction to 
investigate with a view of locating, the subject in this country with the 
possible exception of narcotic, and counterfeiting violations. With this in 
mind, the Bureau should decide upon a policy as to whether or not it desires 
to investigate such cases where we have a legal right to do so. This legal 
right, of course, would depend upon the type of crime involved, and whether 
or net. a treaty exists. This question could be submitted to the Criminal 
Division of the Department for a ruling. 



If it is decided that in cases where we have jurisdiction, the 
Bureau will investigate, I would recommend that correspondence be had with 
the foreign government requiring them to follow the necessary steps and 
through the prescribed channels in order to receive Bureau assistance. 

This would usually be done by having a copy of the warrant submitted through 
the foreign government's consul to its representative in YYnshingtcn, D. C. 

If, cn the other hand, the Bureau decides that it dovs not desire to in- 
vestigate cases even where v.e have jurisdiction, I believe such communi- 
cation should be set up advising the foreign government that only "location 
desired” notices will be placed in tur fingerprint files, and that they will 
be advised by letter of any arrest or information coming to the Bureau's 
attention, and that the law enforcement agency sulmitting the information 
as to the location of the subject wi,ll be informed of the foreign government's 


interest.

national Criminal Police Commission, Desolation #6 ms 
adopted relating to Extradition . The purpose behind this 
resal'tinn was in unify the rules and to suggest a new 
procedure in Tn.ternati annl Extradition, The plan itself was 
partly the result of studies given to the subject of extradition 
bu iitate International bodies, organizations and cohittj issi ons* 

T 'pon receipt of an English tran slat inn of the resolution covering 
the nJanneti pr^pedu re the same was submitted to the Department 
for its revieu)~and comment. The Department pointed out in its 
cnsvier that the TCPC plan presented very many rad ical departures 
from our present extradition laws an' 1 treaties and made reference 
to seneral of such. There will be set out hereafter a sunrar izat ion 
of the TCPC 'plan, together with the Departmental comment • In 
the s’;nnarisaiion, the words "request ing state " will be used to 
designate the country where the criminal is wanted. The worna, 
"requested state" will be used to designate the country of asylum. 


The preface of the plan points out that the diversity 
of national legislation often constitutes o r> ohstacle to 
mutual aid in the war against crime.

A later article provides that the arrest should be 
carried out in accordance with the principles of the requested 
country , and a further article contains the indefinite states* ent 
that, except where the treaty ordains othervise, rules of 
procedure as to extradition are subject to the prerogative 
of the requested state, 

under present procedure , the Extradition Statute, Title 18, 
V, S. ( ’ode, Section 3184, provides that a complaint shall be 
filed /or the warrant of arrest, and if the fugitive is arrested, 
he shall be brought before the magistrate issuing the warrant • 

Tj' he is held, the na. 7 '>strcte so certifies to the Secretary of State 
who has a Presidential warrant issued for the fugitive's 
surrender to the demand ing country , This is not contemplated 
in the ICPC plan as its purpose is to avoid diplomatic c h annels 
cad oct thmvgh the respective !’ir istri es of Justice • 

The present procedure of handling extradition through 
diplomatic channels is of long standing and is recognised, in 
all our extradition treaties , The Department further commented 
relative to preventative orrest that it. is not necessary under 
the present procedure that the original request for extradition 
be made through the State Department as provisional arrest can 
row be accomnlished on telegraphic request , A foreign government 
meg direct a consular officer to apply for an arrest warrant • 

The T.cpartm ent adds that the proposed plan would appear to place 
too. much power in the International Police and their representatives 
to pass on the arrest end extradition of a fugitive without 
sufficient check by a magistrate and the frtate Department, 

The proposed • plan would render our present extradition' treaties 
inoperative and require a change in our laws. In this regard , 
the Department suggests that it probably woulr be more practicable 
to amend such of the present treaties as may be deemed fn- 
o dequeue. The Deportment suggests that no consideration be 
give'- to the adaption of ti'c proposed plnrt at this tine, and 
before such a radical change is made, it would appear thg+ the 
rr*ffr should be given further 'study by a more representative 
convention composed of delegates from the principal countries 
concern ed, 

Fo bureau repre sentativc attended the general assembly 
because it was held ir. a Jtrscinn satellite nation. The resolution 
covering the agreement recommended to the delegates present that 
they inform their respective Governments of the draft of the 
plan of agreement • ,

tative arrest that is implied. 

According to the information that has reached this 
office, certain countries have already responded favorably 
to our proposition and have taken certain steps in order to 
facilitate the accomplishment of the proposed procedure.

Subject t SEVENTEENTH SESSION 

HELD AT PRAGUE September G to 10, 194$ 
EXTRADITION 



Tou will recall that at the Seventeenth Session of the 
International Cr'xinal Police Commission , September G to 10, 
1940, in Prague , ~ Czechoslovakia , among others, a resolution 
was presented relative to International Extradition* It was 
recommended, that such resolution be presented by the delegates 
present to their Governments in the interest of adopting a 
new and revised system of extradition . The resolution,' ae 
furnished by you, was presented to the Attorney General for 
review and comment, and in reply it fos pointed out that the 
resolution presents many radical departures from our present 
laws, reference being made to several of such . In concluding 
the Department euggested that no consideration be given to 
the adoption of the proposed plan at this time . 


The proposed plan will greatly widen the field of 
extraditable offenses, because the present treaties, for the 
most part, cover only major crimes or the more serious offenses . 
The general policy under present treaties is that no country 
shall be bound to surrender its own c itisens. Article 4 of the 
Plan provides that the c on tract ing states will not- extradite 
their own nationals, unless they are considered "a danger to 
the social community". If a national is not surrendered the 
rcouested state mu3t, if possible, according .'to i£c bam laws, 
prosecute and sentence him at the demand of' 1&c rrgt ifsting state *
